to leave 
Ismailiya Hg.

The Egyptian authorities have asked the United 
Nations Emergency Force (UNEF), which has been 
maintaining the troop separation agreement between 
Egypt and Israel east of the Suez Canal, to move its 
headquarters from Ismailiya back to Cairo, The Jeru- 
salem Post learnt yesterday. 


The UNEF under its Finnish com- 
mander, Lieut.~Gen. Ensio Sitlasvuo, 
was said to be “weighing” the 
Egyptian request, which would have 
the effect of weakening the close 
Minks which the headquarters main- 
tains with the multi-national con- 
tingents controlling the buffer zone 
east of the Suez Canal. The UNEF 
moved its headquarters to Ismai- 
Hiya, on the western bank of the 
Canal, shortly after the disengage- 
ment agreement between Egypt and 
Israel came into effect last Fe- 
bruary. The force had originally been 
sent to Cairo to implement the cease- 
fire after the October War. 

A certain stretch along the west- 
ern bank of the Canal is banned 
to missiJes under the disengagement 
agreement, which Hmits carefully 
the number of troops and the 
amount of weapons which can be 
placed in particular areas. UN 
teams carry out weekly inspections 
to see that the agreement is ob- 
served, 

Although the UN was reported 
to be trying to remain at its head- 
quarters in Ismaillya, it has also 
said to have considered the possibil- 
ity of moving them to either ΕἸ- 
Arish or Jerusalem. Egypt, how- 
ever, for political reasons, has 
voiced its opposition to the choice 
of Jerusalem. 

The Egyptians filed their request 
for the UN evacuation of Ismailiya 
through the Suez Canal Authority, 
which claimed to be in need of 
the buildings the UNEF occupies 
now. While stressing the need of 
the premises, Canal Authority of- 
ficals implied that the conspicuous 
presence of UN personnel in mass 
was no longer desired in areas 
which were being returned to norma! 
civilian lige. 

Observers, however, expressed fear 
that the Cairo request was intended 
to remove the UNEF headquarters 
from the Western Bank of the 
Canal because of plans to build 
up Egypt's military potential in the 
area. 

The Egyptian request for UN eva- 
cuation from Ismailiya was first 
made some time ago, and was re- 
newed over the weekend, coinciding 
with a hardening of the Egyptian 
and Syrian UN peace-keeping forces 
on their fronts, This follows last 
week's Arab summit conference in 
Rabat, which demanded that Israel 
with@raw from present res trwards 
the pre-1967 frontiers “on all Arab 
fronts," and insisted that the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization (PLO) 
be designated as a main party in 
the Middle East conflict on behalf 
‘of the Palestinian people, including 
those on the West Eank and the 
Gaza Strip. 

Syria has so far not given any 
sign to indicate that it would agree 
to extending the six-month man- 
date of the UN Disengagement Ob- 
server Force (UNDOF) on the Go- 
Jan front. Middle East observers 
said that under Syria's “brinkman- 
ship" policy, Damascus might try 
to exploit every form of pressure to 
.try to get a further Israeli pullback 
at least from the neighbourhood of 
Kuneitra — before agreeing to the 
renewal of the UNDOF mandate.

The prospective effect of the 
planned Egypt-Syria-Jordan-PLO 
mini-summit was still uncertain, as 
were its time and place. Syria and 
the PLO were expected to make 
energetic efforts this week to 
persuade Egypt's President Sadat not 
to enter into further bilateral nego- 
tiations with Israel. 

So far, Mr. Sadat has indicated 
that he wit) look to Egypt's in- 
terests, and that he feels that those 
interests call for a second-stage 
settlement that will enable him to 
open the Suez Canal and bring him 
substantial American aid towards 
rebuilding the Canal-side towns. 

He has not accepted Israel's basic 
demand that a second-stage settle- 
ment must be “political” in nature 
and must Jead to an end of the 
state of belligerency, But despite 
this, the Egyptian leader still seems 
ready to talk, and the U.S. Secretary 
will seek to get talks started as 
soon as possible.

BACH: ‘CAPUCCI KNOWS

to the 
Balkans 


BUCHAREST (Reuter). 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
Bissinger makes a whirlwind 
visit to the Balkans today and 
tomorrow to reaffirm American 
support for the independent 
positions of Rumania and Yu- 
goslavia. 

The brief visits to Bucharest 
and Belgrade are regarded in 
both capitals as symbolic and sig- 
nificant gestures following a pe- 
riod of heightened Soviet inte- 
rest in the area. : 

In Bucharest, Dr. Kissinger is 
expected to endorse a joint com- 
Munigue putting the new Ford 
Administration on record in aup- 
port of national independence 
and against the use of force or 
political pressure in inter-state 
relations. 

Rumanian sources said Presi- 
dent Nicolae Ceausescu had 
pressed for such a declaration, 
considering it important follow- 
ing Soviet demands for improved 
military transit facilities across 
Rumanian territory. 

Dr. Kissinger is expected to 
make a similar renewed U.S. 
commitment to the continuing in- 
dependence of Yugoslavia when 
he meets President Tito in Bel- 
grade tomorrow. 


SEVENTH STOP 


The Secretary of State arrives 
in Bucharest from Iran this af- 
ternoon, his seventh stop in a 
tour that started in Moscow. He 
will spend about 20 hours here, 
including time for sleep. 

‘Extensive talks are planned 
with Mr, Ceausescu, Foreign Mi- 
nister George Macovescu and 
other Rumanian officials. 

Dr. Kissinger’s Balkan visit is 
seen as a pointed U.S. gesture 
of political support after a pe- 
riod of nervousness affecting both 
Rumania and Yugoslavia. 

Mr. Ceausescu maintains a 
staunchly independent policy 
while remaining a member of the 
Soviet bloc, President Tito pur- 
sues a highly individualistic form 
of Communisn: and keeps his 
country non-aligned. 

While details are lacking, Ru- 
manian officials told foreign dip- 
lomats tast summer that Russia 
bad demanded improvei or even 
permanent facilities for move- 
ment of troops and equipment 
across Rumania’s Dobruja area 
to Bulgaria. 

The Soviet demands, seen by 
‘Rumanians as potentially mena- 
cing, appeared to have been 
dropped following Rumanian 
"Jeaks” to other governments. 

Soviet troops are occasionally 
allowed to transit Rumania but 
only by special dispensation. 

YUGOSLAV DOUBTS . 

In Yugoslavia, doubts about 
Soviet intentions were rekindled 
in September when authorities 
announced the break-up of a 
conspiratorial anti-Titoist group. 
Officials said the group had links 
with Russia, Czechoslovakia and 


Hungary. 

President Ford has tentatively 
accepted an invitation to Bu- 
charest, and Rumanian officials 
said they hoped Dr. Kissinger 
would be able to suggest a suit- 
able date. 

Rumanian leaders also intend 
to press Dr. Kissinger for de- 
tails of most-favoured-nation ta- 
riff preferences which they have 
been promised by the U.S, Ad- 

᾿ ministration. 


UK pledge on 
Israel’s safety 


LONDON (JTA). — Eritain places 
“the greatest importance to ensur- 
ing the long-term safety and in- 
tegrity of Israe],"" David Ennals, 
Minister of State at the Foreign 
Office, told a delegation from the 
Anglo-Jewish Association on Friday. 

He also gave the group assur- 
ance that Britain would use its 
influence in the forthcoming UN 
debate on the Palestinians to en- 
sure restraint and to see that peace 
negotiations were not impeded so 
that a result could be achieved 
with conformity to Resolution 242. 

The delegation was Ied by the 
Association's president, Victor Lu- 
cas, and included Nemille Sandel- 
son, MP; Phillip Goodhart, MP; and 
David Jacobs, secretary. 

The delegation expressed concern 
at the recognition given to the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
and asked that the government 
should not be influenced by short- 
time considerations. 


PLO to be invited 


to ‘Women's Year’ 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — The 
UN General ‘Assembly Social Com- 
mittee recommended on Friday that 
the PLO and “other liberation nrove- 
ments" be invited as observers to 
the International Women's Year 
Conference in Mexico City next 
June. 

The committee voted 98-3, with 15 
abstentions, to accord that privilege 
to all national Nberation movements 
Tecognized by the Arab League or 
the Organization of African Unity. 
Voting against it were Israel, Ni- 
caragua and Guatemala.

Argentine police chief, 
wife assassinated 


BUENOS AIRES. — The left-wing 
Montonero guerrillas have claimed 
responsibility for the assassination 
of Argentina’s federal police chief 
and his wife on Friday in a bomb 


: blast aboard their yacht.

The guerrillas said in a com- 
Tunique that 5l-year-old Ajberto 
Villar was Killed because he sanc- 
tioned torture and murder of political 
activists. They expressed regret that 
Villar’s wife was-also killed in the 
explcsion at Tigre, 31 kms, north of 
here. 

The police chief and his wife were 
killed when the bomb blew ta bits 
their private pleasure boat which 
was about 20 yards away from the 
guarded jetty it had left moments 
earlier, 

Argentine leaders filed by the 
Villars’ caskets at central police 
headquarters yesterday morning, and 
later in the day hundreds of police, 
army, air force and navy officers 
attended burial ceremonies. 

Vilar was the top official in 
Argentina's war on the guerrilla 
activity, crime and terrorism that 
has plagued the four-month-old ad- 
ministration of President Isabel 
Peron, The Montoneros declared war 
on Mrs, Peron's government two 
montha ago, charging that the 
leaders in control are not living up 
to the philosophy of her late 
husband, Juan D. Peron The 
Montoneros have staged a series of 
spectacular kidnappings and ter- 


Torist attacks since they went un- 
derground. 

Villar was hend of the 18,000- 
member federal force, which has 
been given nationwide powers to end 
terrorism. He was appointed by 
Peron last January, charged by left- 
ist guerrillas with brutal repression, 
and threatened repeatedly. 

Last week, Villar announced δ 
federal police modernization pro- 
gramme, an additional 2,000 police 
posts, and new equipment purchases 
to spearhead further anti-guerrilla 
action. He was recently authorized 
to set up federal police units in 
Tiger and other northern suburbs of 
Buenos Aires where terrorists have 
operated in strength and where he 
was murdered. 

The Villars' deaths brought the 
tcll of bombings, shootings, kid- 
nappings, and police retaliations ta 
over 130 dead in the four months of 
Mrs. Peron's government. A score 
or more of policemen have died.

China says Soviet ‘reaped fabulous 
profits’ in the October war 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). 

China on Friday accused the So- 
viet Union of “reaping fabulous 
profits in the Middie East War” 
and of seeking “by hook or 
erook" to control the Mediter- 


ranean. 

Chinese Ambassador Huang Hua 
also told the UN General Assembly 
‘that Moscow has betrayed the Arab 
and Palestinian peoples by “pro- 
mising to send tens of thousands 
of emigrants to the Israeli Zionists 
every year... for the purpose of 
seeking most-favoured-trade treat- 
ment from the other superpower.” 

Huang Hua’s blast came during 
the Assembly’s debate of the 
Cyprus crisis, in which, he gaid, 


_ the Soviets had followed a policy 


of “plunder of a burning house." 


Without naming the Soviet Union, 
the Ambassador referred to it and 
the U.S. as superpowers and 
throughout his unusually tough 
speech made it clear to which one 
he was referring. 


As a friend of Cyprus, Greece 
and Turkey, he said, China would 
join Third World and other coun- 
tries in “positive efforts to elimin- 
ate superpower intervention and 
promote ἃ reasonable settlement” 
of the Cyprus problem, He did not 
elaborate on these efforts but said 
the current direct talks ᾿ between 
the Greek Cypriot and Turkish Cy- 
priot communities are “a good be- 
ginning for the settlement.” 


Referring to the Soviet Union, he 
said: “Look at the inglorious re- 


eord of this superpower, which in 
recent years kept on sending more 
naval warships for a show of force 
in the Mediterranean and is seeking 
open and disguised military bases 
there — look at its ugly deeds of 
reaping fabulous profits in the Mid- 
@e East war through munition deals 
under the signboard of assisting the 
Arab countries, and its expansion 
and infiltration into the Middle East. 

“No matter how it masquer- 
ades," Huang Hua continued, “it 
has onty one alm in mind, to make 
its way into that area by hook or 
crook and to squeeze out the other 
superpower and realize the old 
ezar’s century-old design of con- 
trolling the Mediterranean so as to 
contend with the other superpower 
for world hegemony.”

Ulster death 
toll now 1,099 


BELFAST (UPI). — A random 
shooting attack against a North 
Belfast pub yesterday raised the 
toll in Northern Ireland violence 
to 1,099 deaths. 

Police said the latest man killed 
was Lorenzo Sinclair, a 44-year-old 
Protestant ‘hit when several shots 
were fired at the Park Bar off 
Limestone Road near midnight. 

A short time later a policeman 
checking out a truck that blocked 
@ road in Newtownabbey on the 
outskirts of North Belfast was 
wounded in an ambush, a police 
spokesman said. 

He said the gunmen pumped more 
than 20 bullets into the patrol car, 
but that the constable escaped with 
only minor injuries. 

The pub shooting was the latest 
in a series of random attacks that 
have caused 11 deaths and more 
than a dozen injuries in the past 
two weeks. Police said they be- 
lieved most of the attacks were 
‘being carried out by Protestant and 
Roman Catholic dissidents opposed 
to a political solution being reached 
in the violence that has bedevilled 
the province for the past five years. 


Egypt to spend 
more on arms 


CAIRO (AP). -— Egypt's budget 
for 1975 is $12,000m., the biggest 
in the country’s history, a Minis- 
try of Finance source was quoted 
as saying yesterday. 

No breakdown was immediately 
available, but sources said military 
spending would be increased from 
lest year's $2,500m, “because this 
is an inevitable necessity, and Arab 
land still is occupied.” 

Tn a speech 10 days ago, Pre- 
Bident Anwar Sadat said Egypt 
spenda one third of its Gross Na- 
tional Product, or $2,200m., on 
weapons. 

The ministry source, quoted by 
the “Akhbar al-Yom" newspaper, 
said the new budget was intended 
to cover war, reconstruction and 
development needs. It has been 
subriitted to a fiscal committee of 
the People’s Assembly for discus- 
sion, beginning tomorrow.

Ruling on Ray 
retrial is 
postponed 


MEMPHIS, TENNESSEE (AP). — 
A Federal Court hearing on James 
Barl Ray's bid for a new trial in 
the slaying of Dr. Martin Luther 
King ended Friday without ruling 
on Ray's petition to withdraw his 
guilty plea. The judge indicated 
he would be working on the case 


at least through the Christmas 
holidays. 
Meanwhile, Ray will resume 


serving his 99-year sentence for 
the April, 1968, slaying at the State 
Penitentiary in Nashville. 

The only testimony offered on 
Friday, the eighth day of the hear- 
ing, was the sworn statement given 
on April 3 by Percy Foreman, of 
Houston, Texas, who was one of 
Ray's former attorneys. In his 
statement that was read into the 
court record, Foreman described 
Ray as a racist who felt the as- 
sassipation of the civil rights lead- 
er would make him “the niost 
popular man in America.” 

Be negotiated a waiver of the 
death penalty in exchange for 
Ray's guilty plea, and a 99-year 
gentence, which would make Ray 
eligible for parole in 33 years. 

Ray claims that Foreman coerced 
the plea because he wanted to avoid 
a public trial that would disclose 
inside information and damage the 
value of his book, “He Slew the 
Dreamer.”

UN call 
for Cyprus 
withdrawal 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). 
The General Assembly, in ἃ reso- 
lution urging the swift withdrawal 
of all foreign troops from Cyprus, 
has placed the responsibility for a 
constitutional settlement in the hands 
of the Island's Greek and Turkish 
communities. 

The resolution, tabled on Friday 
by @ group of non-aligned countries 
fo! intensive consultations, was 
adopted by 117 votes to none. 
Greece, Turkey and Cyprus were 
among the voters. 


The Assembly also called on all 
parties to undertake urgent measures 
to return refugees to their homes. 
No timetable was set for the troop 
withdrawals or the return of the 
refugees. 

‘British troops on Cyprus are not 
covered by the resolution because 
they are staHoned on sovereign 
pases. 


Despite the unanimous vote there 
were still signs of underlying dif- 
ferences, and the leader of the 
Cypriot "delegation said his delega- 
tion would bring the Cyprus issue 
before the General Assembly again 
if the situation warranted. 


Go-ahead for 
U.S. missile 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
U.S. Defence Department has ap- 
proved production of an advanced 
air-to-air missile, a programme és- 
timated to be worth nearly $180m., 
informed government sources said 
here. 


The sources said that last week 
Deputy Defence Secretary William 
Clements approved the production of 
the advanced “7F" model Sparrow 
Air Intercept Missile (AIM) over a 
two-year period. 


The AIM-7F has twice the range 
and several times the reliability of 
earlier model Sparrowy, the sources 
sald.

Jobless in U.S. 
at record high 


WASHINGTON (AP), — The U.S. 
unemployment rate climbed from 
5.8 to 6 per cent last month, its 
highest level in three years, the 
government reported on Friday. 

The Increase, another indicator of 
recession, was 8. pre-election blow 
to the Republican national adminis- 
tration. 

The October unemployment level 
was the highest since November 
1971 when it also hit 6 per cent 
during a time of recovery from 
the recession ‘of 1970 and 1971. The 
Jast time unemployment was above 
8 fer cent was in November 1961, 
also a post-recessionary period. 

The Labour Department said 5.5 
milllon Americans were without 
jobs last month, 200,000 more than 
in September and 1.3 million more 
than in October 1973. 

Government analysts said the 
5.5 million unemployed was the 
highest since the department began 
computing monthly unemployment 
figures in 1948. 

Black workers accounted for 
much of the increase in the Octo- 
ber rise in unemployment as thelr 
jobless rate rose from 9.8 to 10.9 
per cent, the department said. The 
jobless rate for white workers was 
about unchanged last month at 5.4 


US. officials 
to advise on 


Saudi military 


WASHINGTON (JTA). — A high 
level U.S. government mission will 
visit Saudi Arabia early this month 
to discuss a Mmuiti-billion dollar 
arms deal to modernize Saudi 
Arabia's army. 


The State Department disclosed 
last week that Robert Ellsworth, 
head of the Defence Department's 
Office of International Security Af- 
fairs, and George Vest, chief of the 
State Department's Bureau of Po- 
Ntical-Military Affairs, will confer 
with Saudi officials on aspects of 
the Pentagon’s “survey” of Saudi 
Arabia's military programmes, A re- 
cent report by James McCartney. 
Washington correspondent for the 
“Detroit Free Press,” said the survey 
calls for “total re-building” of the 
Saudi Arabian armed forces. The 
revised force would include a mo- 
bile striking force with some 440 
helicopters, Phantom war planes 
and a major expansion of the navy.
